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Construction Rate 
Drops In October 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—(AP) 
New 
construction 
activity 
slowed 
somewhat 
in 
October 
from the record rate maintained 
throughout the summer. 
The departments of Commerce 
and Labor said in a joint report 
today that the value of all types 
of new construction during Oc­ 
tober amounted to about $2,700,- 
000,000, four per cent less than 
the September total. 
A decline in the amount of pri­ 
vate home building was the prin­ 
cipal cause of the drop, the re­ 
port said. 
It added, however, 
that most of the work completed 
in October had been started in 
earlier months and so reflected to 
“only a very limited extent” gov­ 
ernment restrictions recently ap­ 
plied in the construction field. 
Highway construction also was 
reported down in October 
but 
most 
types 
of non-residential 
building, both private and public, 
increased over September levels. 
“Expansion of industrial and 
commercial building activity was 
particularly marked.” the report 
said, “reflecting the high rate at 
which contracts have been a- 
warded 
during 
the 
past 
few 
months. 
Before the downturn in private 
homebuilding. a new record al­ 
ready had been established this 
year for the number 
of 
new 
dwellings 
started. 
Government 
statistics placed the 
total 
of 
new non-farm dwellings for the 
first nine months of 1950 at 1.100,- 
000, as compared with 1,025.000 
in all of 1949 and the previous 
annual peak of 937,000 in 1925. 
During the first 10 months of 
1959, the value of new construc­ 
tion of all kind was estimated at 
$22, 800,000,000, 2 2 % more than 
the total for the same period 
in 1949.

WASHINGTON 
\ SSURANCES are given here 
that the situation in Vietnam 
—formerly French IndoChina— 
is not as bad as spot reports and 
surface events may indicate. 
Fear has been ex pressed that 
Vietnam would be the nex t point 
of communist advance in Asia, 
the Korean aggression having fail­ 
ed. Some conclusions have been 
drawn that the United States and 
other 
United 
Nations 
forces 
would have to intervene here to 
support the French and stop the 
Red march down the Malay an 
peninsula. 
Half a dozen recent develop­ 
ments have made such a course 
of action seem likely : 1—The 
ambush and massacre of 3,500 
French Foreign Legion, Moroccan 
and native Vietnam troops at Cao- 
bang. 2—Subsequent withdrawal 
of the French from a half a doz­ 
en forts 6n the Chinese border. 
3—Increased Chinese communist 
arms aid to Ho Chi Minh’s guer­ 
rilla forces. 4—Training of Ho’s 
army by the Chinese and their 
possible reinforcement by battle- 
hartioned Chinese units. 5—Grow­ 
ing resistance in France to fur­ 
ther support of the Vietnamese. 
6—The long absence in France 
of Bao Dai. the Vietnam “ play ­ 
boy ” emperor now’ recognized by 
France, the United States and 
other major powers. 
Bao Dai has only recently re­ 
turned home from the Riviera. 
The ex planation given for his ab­ 
sence is that he has stay ed in 
France to be near the Pau con­ 
ference, where his ministers have 
been and still are try ing to ne­ 
gotiate with the French govern­ 
ment for greater independence. 
By staging w’hat has amounted 
to a sit-dow’n strike, it is believed 
| that Bao Dai has won final ap- 
; proval for creation of a Vietnam- 
j ese national army . 


BAO DAI'S supporters, some­ 
times called his apologists, insist 
* that he is not the play boy he is 
painted. Instead, he is said to be 
a shrewd, tough Oriental who 
, realizes that he can’t defeat com- 
I munism until he can remove the 


i taint of French colonialism from 
I his country . In other words, he 
' wants to get the French out of 
f Vietnam just as the Indonesians 
j got the Dutch out of their country . 
This is of course a long range 
I objective. It couldn’t conceivably 
j be done this y ear or nex t. But 
! w’hat Bao Dai apparently wants is 
a French agreement to give him 
: promises of full autonomy and 
; control over his country ’s econ- 
1 omy . 
foreign 
trade, 
customs, 


tax es and military forces—then 
build on that. Today his govern­ 
ment w’ouldn’t last 15 minutes if 
it were not for French and U. S. 
military assistance. 
Withdrawal of French troops 
from 
northern 
Chinese-border 
forts is ex plained now’ as tactical­ 
ly 
necessary 
because 
of 
the 
changed military situation. It does 
not necessarily mean 
that 
the 
French are being defeated by 
Ho’s communist guerrillas. 
As long as Ho’s forces number­ 
ed no more than 5,000, divided in 
poorly armed small bands, with 
one rifle to five men and the other 
four with bamboo 
spears, 
the 
French could hold mountain bor­ 
der forts. They were like the cld 
American frontier forts in the 
day s of Indian fighting. Now- tnat 
the communists have mortars and 
artillery , and are better trained 
in regimental and larger units, 
the French have to change their 
method of warfare. 
The French are therefore with­ 
drawing from the mountains to 
the Red River delta plain north­ 
west of Hanoi. Here they *;an 
fight a more orthodox warfare 
and have some advantage. 


THE FRENCH how have 150,- 
000 troops in Vietnam. About a 
third are Frenchmen and Foreign 
Legionnaires, another third are 
Moroccans and the rest native 
Vietnamese. Opposing them, it is 
estimated Ho has from 150,000 to 
175,000 men, armed with every ­ 
thing the French have ex cept air­ 
craft. 
A special mission of officers 
and non-commissioned officers is 
now enroute from France to Viet­ 
nam to train the new national 
army . It will be built up at first 
not by transfer of Vietnam troops 
now under French command, but 
by recruiting the village defense 
units and local war-lords’ forces. 
A Vietnam army of up to 200,000 
is contemplated. 
The big question 
is 
whether 
there is time to build up this 
force for defense against the com­ 
munists. American military assist­ 
ance to Vietnam was promised 
right after the U. S. recognized 
Bao Dai last February . First ship­ 
ments arrived in May . They have 
been fairly continuous since then. 
During the Korean war, some 
shipments were diverted from 
Vietnam to Korea. Now that the 
Korean wrar is practically over, 
diversions are being made in the 
other direction. 
But 
sending 
U. S. 
fighting 
troops to Vietnam to support the 
French, is not considered neces­ 
sary and is not now contemplated.

instruction in using their senses 
in these way s, and the really tal­ 
ented and ex perienced phy sician 
deveolps an almost uncanny skill 
in using his senses. 
To these time-tested methods 
of phy sical 
ex amination 
there 
have been added a large number 
of special tests which aid the phy ­ 
sician in making his diagnosis, 
deciding on the treatment, and 
following the results of the treat­ 
ment. 
One of the most important of 
these is the X-ray , which aids in 
so many way s. Practicaly no one 
tries to set a bone unless an X- 
ray has been made. The X-ray 
helps to make a diagnosis of tu­ 
berculosis earlier than almost any 
other method. It is used in the 
study of ulcer of the stomach and 
other disorders of» the intestinal 
tract. 
The phy sical ex amination to­ 
day is not complete unless the 
blood pressure has been taken 
with the aid of an instrument, 
and unless samples of the blood 
and urine have been obtained 
from the patient, looked at under 
the microscope, and subjected to 
certain special tests. 
At least three tests are applied 
to the blood: counting the white 
cells, and testing the iron in the 
blood for anemia. Minimum tests 
of the urine include its ex amin­ 
ation for pus, for sugar (dia­ 
betes), and for abnormal protein 
(usuall a sign of Bright’s disease). 
In addition to these routine stud­ 
ies both blood and urine can be 
tested in many other way s for 
various chemical disturbances. 
The phy sician has a great many 
other ingenious instruments and 
tests which he can utilize if the 
sy mptoms of the patient indicate 
that they are needed. 
A few of these may be men­ 
tioned: 
the 
electrocardiograph 
for the study of the heart, the 
basal metabolism for the study of 
the thy roid, ex amination of the 
spinal fluid for the study of the 
nervous sy stem and a new in­ 
strument for recording the brain .

KOREA 
SPHERE are some men in this world y ou meet 
but once—and they stick in y our mind 
forever. 
Such a man. to me, was Lt. Logan Weath­ 
ers. a lean, tall y oung tar- 
heel from Shelby , N. C. 
He had three qualities that 
should have sent him far in 
life: a robust sense o t hu­ 
mor, a 
kindly 
heart 
and 
courageous leadership. 
But 
the first quality probably 
would have kept him from 
becoming 
a 
general.. He 
sometimes laughed at rank. 
The 
second quality can 
now be remembered only with a sigh by those 
who knew his kindness. 
As for his third 
quality —the bright gift of valor—it brought 
him medals from his government and death 
in a far country . 
The only day I ever saw him I didn’t 
know the lieutenant had won the nation’s 
second highest award for bravery in the 
second world war. 
He received his distin­ 
guished service cross on Okinawa by draw­ 
ing enemy fire on himself to save his com­ 
pany , and then reorganizing a shattered bat­ 
talion and leading it back into the attack. 
His sergeant told me about Weathers* 
valor in Korea. They had come out of Chinju 
when that southeast Korean city was a mile­ 
stone in a massive North Korean drive to 
seize the port of Pusan in earlier day s of this 
campaign. 


WEATHERS AND several of his m< n 
were among the last to leave Ghinju. 
They 
were in a column of Americans retreating to. 
wards Masan. in the direction of Pusan. 
“ I never left a hurt man y et.” the lieu­ 
tenant said suddenly . And back into Chinju 
he went, with a jeep and a truck, to search 
for men lost from his outfit. 
He found none, and had to shoot out two 
machinegun nests and winch his vehicles a- 
cross a blown bridge span to get back out 
again. 
* 
I met him in a Masan hospital a few 
hours later, looking to see if any men from 
his company had been wounded. 
He told 
about the American retreat from Chuiju in 
a cool, intelligent and impersonal manner I 
have never forgotten—like a historian who 
recognizes the importance of an e^ent but 
who can detach himself from the bitterness 
of the moment. 
I think it is a.virtue that good soldiers 
have, as well as good historians. 
On a road leaving the city I .met the 
deputy divisional commander. 
When I mentioned having talked with 
Weathers the general said: 
“ He is a fine y oung officer. I pinned the 
DSC on him my self on Okinawa. 
And it 
should have been the Congressional Medal 
of Honor.” 
That was the last I heard of the lieuten­ 
ant for several weeks. It isn’t every day that 
an ordinary war reporter bumps into a recon­ 
naissance platoon leader whose ordinary job 
is to seek and locate the hidden enemy . 


••• 
THEN ONE NIGHT a military policeman 
—Cpl. Clifford M. Williams of Mansfield, La. 
—dropped into our press billet in Wegu. He 
had served earlier in Weather” recon pla­ 
toon and over a few cans of beer he told me 
the rest of the lieutenant’s story . 
“ A few day s after Chinju the lieutenant 
was supporting an infantry attack in his 
armored car,” said Williams. 
“ A rocket or 
artillery shell hit the car. It cut the assist­ 
ant driver in half and it blew off the lieu­ 
tenant’s arm. 
f‘A machinegun opened up on the car. 
The lieutenant crawled out and charged it. 
He knocked it out, too, holding his carbine 
in one hand. 
And then, well, I guess the 
people who owned the machinegun got the 
lieutenant.” 
For this feat Weathers was posthumously 
awarded a cluster to his DSC. 
“ One of our men picking up the dead 
found his body ,” said the corporal. 
“ The 
lieutenant had been wearing a brand new 
pair of boots. But somebody had taken them 
off—probably the Reds.” 
Later the lieutenant’s widow wrote his 
outfit. 
“ She said that he had been a wonderful 
husband and father,” said Williams. 
“ But 
she said she couldn’t help wondering some­ 
times whether he had died in vain. 
And 
that is food for thought—when y ou come to 
think about it.” 


THE CORPORAL tilted his beer can and 
lowered it. 
“ The lieutenant was a great kidder,” he 
laughed. “ He liked to tell us about the time 
he met a Marine general. 
He said he told 
the general that if he would just issue a 
couple packages of bubble gum to each of his 
marines they would easily smother two regi­ 
ments of Reds. 
“ You know the lieutenant came from 
North Carolina. He used to say ‘when I get 
home I’m going to raise my own tobacco, 
make my own whiskey and crawl up on a 
tower every morning and spit on the state of 
Virginia/ ” 
The corporal chuckled. 
Then he lifted 
up the beer can and when he put it down his 
smile was gone again. 
“ I tell y ou,” he said earnestly , “ that lieu­ 
tenant was quite a guy . 
He had more guts 
than any man.” 
That is epitaph enough in wartime. But 
I suppose each of us has his own reason for 
remembering a y oung platoon leader named 
Weathers—his wife, his corporal, his gen­ 
eral and a man who saw him only once.
